time and making careful Investigations, 
P. Q. Carpenter has decided to establish a 
inilk depot in this city ana conduct the 
milk business as it is done in the larger 
cities. He will buy the milk of the far 
mers and do all the work of distribution 
The depot will be equipped, with cok'. 
storage, hot and cold water and steam, 
and every facility for the care of milk 
and utensils, and the utmost cleanliness, 
will be preserved. 
The wagons will be 


kept scrupulously clean, a man will b* 
employed to take care of the horses and 
the men who deliver the milk will do. 
no stable work at all. 


Mr. Carpenter- says the price of milk 


will be no higher than at present, while 
the service will be much better. The 
farmers will get the cash for their milk 
daily, and are said to be in favor of the 
change. An element of profit in the en- 
terprise will be the saving of expense 
whioh will result from systamatie deliv- 
ery.

One of the duties of the government—one of the important duties of gov- 


ernment—is the putting of rings in the noses of hoga.—From W. J. Bryan'i 
Labor Day Speech. 


Bryan's Itnttcn Egg Argument. 


As a contribution to financial and 


economic thought the following utter- 
ance of Mr. Bryan, made in Kentucky, 
ia the most remarkable yet offered even 
by him: 


"If any man in this community vrould 


offer to Iray all the eggfi produced at 25 
cents n dozpn and was able to make 
good the offer, nobody -would sell eggs 
for lass, no matter what the cost of 
production, whether 1 cent or 5 conts a 
dozen. So with silver. Free coinage 
\vonld establish the market price of sil- 
ver at $1.38, and nobody-would sell it 
for a cent less.'' 


Why limit the price of eggs to So 


cents and of silver to 11.29? If the rea- 
soning is sound, the price in each ease 
might easily be doubled, and the conse- 
quent benefit to the human race corre- 
spondingly increased. And why stop 
with eggs and silver? Why not mark up 
the price of everything you wish to 
buy—offer to pay double or treble what 
is asked for it and keep on paying thai; 
pries to oil comers—hold it there? 
That's all you have to do—hold it 
there. "Nobody -would sell it for a cent 
less," pays Bryan, so long as yon held, 
it. "So with silver." And the wan 
vho is putting foith such thought a>s 
this is a candidate for the presidency of 
70,000,000 of people in the closing 
years of the nineteenth century! 


Farmers Want Clienp Money. 


The advocates of free coinage in the 


west and south "don't take any stock" 
in Bryan's occasional assertion that he 
"contends" that the adoption of this 
policy -wonld put up the price of silver 
to $1. 29. 
Indeed they would lose all 


interest in the agitation if they sup- 
posed that the silver dollar under freo 
coinage was to be worth as much as 
the gold dollar ia now. The real senti- 
ments of these people are clearly ex- 
pressed by James Kitchen, an extensive 
farmer and stockman of Grayson, Ky. , 


| who, when asked tho other day why he 


was for free silver, made this reply : 


I am for free silver because I am in debt, 


and if we got free coinogru I can pay my debta 
with one-half of what it now costs under our 
present money standard. And another reaaon, 
I employ laborers on my frirm. They are tho 
creditors. I am tho debtor. Under free coin- 
ago I can pay them with one-half it costs ma 
now, for it will rnise tha price of products. 
and I can then hire my farm help for 00 cents 
a day and pay thorn in bacon at 15 cents a 
pound. 


It must become more and more plain, 


as the campaigji proceeds, that this is 
the motive and must be the result of tho 
free coinage agitation. The question at 
Issue will thus finally resolve itself into 
the larger question, whether the Ameri- 
can people still believe that honesty ia 
tho best policy.

Period In American History," describ- 
ing the widespread distress caused by 
tho "cheap money" in circulation just 
after the Revolution, said: "The worst 
features of this financial device is that 
it not only impoverishes people, bnt be- 
muddles their brains by creating a false 
and fleeting show of prosperity. * * • 
In such a crisis the poorest people, those 
who earn their bread by the sweat of 
their brows and have no margin of ac- 
cumulated capital, always suffer the 
most. Above all men it is the laboring 
man who needs sound money and stable 
falues." 


"We must do something for silver," 


say the cheap dollarites. 
Why? The 


value of the annual production of eggs 
in the United States in twice as large 
as that of our silver bullion. Yet no- 
body claims that eggs should be made a 
legal tender for dcbii. 


An Object Leman In Silver. 


There is an American silver dollar. 


There are two Mexican dollars. There 
ia more silver in each of them than in 
the American dollar. I bought both of 
them for that. What is tha reason? The 
sole reason is that our dollar is a limit- 
ed coinage, backed by gold. There is 
another coin. That is a French 5 frano 
piece. I paid 85 cents for that. It car- 
ries a little less silver than the Ameri- 
can silver dollar. France and the Unit- 
ed States are both gold standard coun- 
tries. They keep in circulation a thou- 
sand millions of silver, and Mexico and 
China nnd Japan have not got one dol- 
lar of gold in circulation. The gold 
standard country can keep silver in cir- 
culation. The silver standard country 
can keep no gold. That is the example 
of every nation today. Gold all leaves 
the free coinage country. Gold and sil- 
ver both circulate in the gold standard 
countries.—From a Speech by Senator 
Lodge. 


Pnt This In Vonr Pipe!

Dollars will 
be cheaper with free coinage, Just as they 
now are in Mexico, but interest will 
surely bo nearly double what it is now, 
or about equal to present rates in Mexi- 
co and other silver standard countries.

The 
sudden hardening of the call money 
inaiUet is believed to be mainly due to 
loo.il disturbances caused by the pajr- 
nieut of taxes and the necessary shift- 
ing 
of 
money from one hank to 


another. It will be a few days, it wan 
f-aiil, before the equilibrium ia restored 
in that respect. The increase in the 
ratu for call money, however, wai wel- 
comed by the bankers, and together 
wit lithe decline in the rates for ster- 
ling exchange was reg-arded as a favor- 
able factor because it will tend to bring 
about further importations of gold. 
Thi- reasons published yesterday to ac- 
count for the increase in the rate for 
money, namely, the fact that the bank 
presidents were attending the annual 
me Jting of the Clearing House associa- 
tion and that some of the importers of 
g-old were keeping- tl»e gold received 
out 
of 
circulation by leaving it 


in the treasury or in the assay 
office, caused many a good luugh in 
bank 
parlors. 
Bank officers said 


that the gold importers were not so 
foolish as to leave millions of dollars 
lying idle in government vault* or any 
other vaults as long as they could get 
iuV'ix-st upon it, avd as a matter of fact 
tin gold was used as soon as it arrived 
to pay off loans to banks or was dc- 
po-itpd in banks or trust companies to 
tht credit of the importers, end so put 
to immediate use. At the sub-treasury 
it i.vub .said that practically all the gold 
deposited had been disposed of and at 
th«' assay office checks and treasury 
receipts for gold did not amount to 
SI. 100.000, and they were no doubt be- 
:u{j carried as gold by some banks un- 
til the actual gold or legal tender 
uotes in place thereof were required. 
1 ueMlay afternoon after the anuounce- 
mi nt that Messrs. J. & \V. Seligman 
would receive about 52,500,000 in gold 
fr»m Australia at Sun Francisco about 
tlu-"_'d hist,, it began to be ruraori-d 
that further engagements of gold di- 
rt- 't from London would be announced, 
ami that rumor is now confirmed by 
thi> dispatches from London yesterday. 
Tlu importations from Australia are 
re illy a triangular operation. London 
o^ ci New York and Australia owes 
London, so New York draws on Lon- 
don and London remits by directing 
Australia to pay ,New York, which sha 
does by shipping the gold to San Fran- 
cisco instead of London. New York 
gets the gold by telegraphic transfer 
(ii necessary) of greenbacks from San 
Ki ancisco, making it in that sense a 
quadrangular operation, or the gold 
cun be put in to the banks in San Fran- 
cisco.

Many prominent 
ministers of the state, however, openly 
espoused the cause of local option as 
being the best method of dealing with 
the prohibition question, they regard- 
ing ft as unfortunate that it had been 
made- a political issue. Reports from 
every section of the state show some 
increase in democratic majorities over 
the vote of two year* ago. Fulton 
county in which Atlanta is located, 
gives Atkinson 1,100 majority and his 
majority in that congressional district 
will be nearly five thousand.

are coming in slowly from the various 
counties, showing small democratic 
increases, which if continued in the 
same proportion in the reports of the

the liosphorns. It is reasonably in- 
ferred that if the porte had recently 
reiterated its refusal of January 10 
last Minister Terrell would have cabled 
the fact. On the date above named 
the Turkish minister informed Secre- 
tary Olney that Tevfik Pasha regretted 
the sublime porte could not comply 
with Mr. Terrell's request for permis- 
sion for the Bancroft to pass through 
the strait to remain at the disposal of 
tlie United States legation at Constan- 
tinople.

The Rumor from Constantinople. 


Constantinople, Oct. 8.—The Turkish 


government has decided not to admit 
the United States gunbojf Bancroft 
through the Dardanelles. 
As a con- 


sequence, the Americans will have no 
guardship in the Bosphorus. It will 
not be possible, therefore, to provide 
men to guard the legation in case of 
emergency. Similar action has been 
taken by the porte respecting the war 
vessels of Holland and Greece. It is 
said that no formal request was made 
by the United States minister, Alexan- 
der W. Terrell, for the admission of the 
Bancroft or any other ship through the 
straits, but the Turkish government 
has received unofficial intimations on 
the subject, and bases its refusal on a 
well-known objection of Russia to the 
presence of the war vessels of these 
three nations in the Bosphorus. In a 
general way this is in accordance with 
the Berlin treaty. The treaty does not 
admit through the straits the vessels of 
any nation that is not a party to it.
